And What Novo Yon

Apparently, a lot of us made a big 
mistake a few years ago when we 
were so critical of the post office 
for not paying its own way and of it 
being so political in its job op* 
port unities. 
It seemed so practical at the time 
why couldn’t the post office be 
operated like any other big 
business? It looked like good 
management could give better 
service at lower cost. 
And maybe if the new Postal 
Service had been completely able 
to operate as an independent 
business from the beginning it 
might have done a better job. But 
we doubt it. By nature the Postal 
Service has to be a service 
organization. 
For 200 years the system has 
served our nation in many ways 
and the idea of reliable postal 
service has been accepted as part 
of our American way of life. 
The postal service has been 
regarded since the earliest days of 
our Republic as one of the most 
basic and necessary services a 
nation can provide its people, a 
unique communications network 
binding America and Americans 
together. 
But something has happened to 
the postal service in the past few 
years and the trend is frightening. 
Since 1971 when the Postal 
Reorganization Act put the Postal 
Service into business, things have 
gone downhill. 
Rates for all classes of mail have 
skyrocketed, services have been 
slashed and the deficits for the 
postal service are now counted in 
the billions of dollars. Only 
emergency appropriations from 
Congress have saved the Postal 
Service from completely going 
under. 
Now the rush to disaster has been 
even more accelerated by a 
decision last December of the U. S. 
Court of Appeals in Washington 
which endorsed the Postal Services 
“business” posture, and ordered 
the 
earliest 
possible 
im­ 
plementation of a totally cost- 
based rate system, with no con­ 
sideration of public policy or 
market factors permitted. 
To do this the postal service must 
raise rates and cut services. 
Everybody is aware of the 
continuing increase in the first 
class rates that have already risen 
to 13 cents with the next step to 16 
cents already in the mill. But the 
increase in first class mail is only a 
part of this increase in rates. 
For instance, second class 
postal rates, such as the mailing 
for newspapers and magazines, 
have increased over 500 percent in 
the last five years. And now, the 
Postal Service has filed a formal 
request to raise rates by another 30 
percent over this already inflated 
base. 
Now your first thought might be 
that you do not mail anything 
second class and this does not 
affect you... but it ijpes if you get a 
newspaper or magazine in the 
mail. Subscription prices of 
publications are set to cover the 
cost of the publication, plus the cost 
of delivering it. If the cost of 
delivery goes up, then the sub­ 
scription price goes up. 
So in the end who has been get­ 
ting a government subsidy — the 
publisher or the reader? Does the 
person living in the Big Bend Park 
area have as much right to receive 
Time magazine as does someone in 
Dallas or New York? 
Coupled with these rate in­ 
creases is the Postal Service’s plan 
to further reduce basic services. 
We all know of the plan to eliminate 
Saturday delivery of mail early 
next year. Even more frightening 
is the section of the new rate filing 
in which the Postal Service relates 
how much money it could save by 
flying to three-day delivery. Still 
anoither plan calls for the slowing 
of overnight processing (rf mail, the 
peak period of mail volume, to save 
money.

It la 
M R. 7700 and would make ap­ 
propriations available for the 
postal department, take care of the 
Court of Appeals decision, and 
provide for the congress and the

But we understand that this bill 
may be in trouble because it ap­ 
pears now that President Carter 
may oppose it.

Cotton Fields 


Being Invaded 


By Stinkbugs 


Conchuela stinkbugs have 
invaded many Jones County 
cotton fields and are causing 
considerable damage to bolls 
in some areas of the County, 
says Jones County Extension 
Agent, Kirby Clayton. 
The stinkbugs have moved 
into cotton from fields of milo 
following harvest and in 
many fields considerable 
damage has resulted from 
this pest. The bugs do 
damage from penetrating the 
bolls and staining the lint. 
The stinkbugs go through 
winter as adults in trash and 
start coming out in the spring 
when the weather gets warm. 
They feed on sorghums where 
the first generation develops. 
The adult female lays eggs In 
cases of 20-40—these eggs 
hatch in 3-4 days and the 
young 
bugs 
start 
im­ 
mediately feeding on the host 


plants. 
There may be as many as 3- 
4 generations a year and 
considerable damage may be 
expected if the insects appear 
in large enough numbers. 
Clayton urges farmers to 
inspect cotton fields to 
determine the extent of in­ 
festation. High infestation 
rates may warrant poisoning 
to save the crop, says 
Clayton. For further in­ 
formation contact an en- 
tomolgist or County Ex­ 
tension Agent.
